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Depth of Mining Shafts. 

Tbo deepest mininy; shaft ia the 
world ia the A.dQlboTfc, in Bohemia, tho 
top of which is 1,732 feet above the sea 
level, and tho bottom ia 1,548 feet 
below it, making a total of some 3,280 
feet— tlie result, as may well be sup- 
posed, of many years labor. Next to 
the ' above, the most noted are two 
shafts nfor Gilly, in Belgium, which 
are sunk to the depth of 2,847 feet. At 
this depth they -were both connected 
by a horizontal drift. From there an 
exploriug shaft is sunk to a further 
depth of G66 feet, and from there again 
a trial hole, 49. feot in depth, is put 
down; but, as the coal-seam sought for 
■was not discovered, the 2,817 foot shaft 
is the one in use. Tho Eimikerta shaft 
of tho Lugauer Coal Mining Company, 
Ehenania, Lugau, in Saxony, is 2,653 
I ' feet deep. Tfa« t Samson, shaft of the 
OberhartE lead and silver mining 
"works, near St. Andreasberg, Hanover, 
has a depth of 2,437 feet. 

The winding shaft of the Eosebridge 
colliery near Wigan, Lancashire, Eng- 
land, has a depth of 2,458 feet. Coal is 
"^diraisrh from tho ''hanging on" at the 
■'iZiiS-foot level, tho time of the cage 
running this distance being fifty-live 
Bscouds. Tlie shaft of tho Dunkirk 
colliery, nearDunkinfield, Lapcashire, 
is 2,0G9 feet deep, but tho-'iriiniiig isj 
prosecuted by shafts from the loweri 
levels, 755 feet further. 

The deepest shaft of the collieries 
near Eonchamp, in Franco, i« 1,881 
feet ; a similar dspth has been reached 
at the argentiferous mine near Kbngs- 
bergi' Norway, and th1a' mines'belong- 
ing to the Eoros copper works, also in 
Norway, have been worked to the depth 
of 2,540 to 3,270 feet. It ia expected 
that the Camhausen shaft, now* 1,650 
feet, near Fishbach, will become the

England's Army. 

MfljorrGeQeral..^r^ Qamst .Wolslej.-iQ' 
a recent contribution to the Nineteenih. 
Gtntury; entitled "England as a Military 
Powor," says: At no previous period has 
England been so strong in a military 
seme as now. Wore war declared, drilled 
mon would fall into line if required, sup- 
ported by three hundred and seventy two 
field'gaDS^, manaed by Boyal Artillory. 
That n'nmber would roughly be made up 
OS follows: — Standing urmy at homo, 09,- 
000; army and militia in reserve, 40,000; 
militia, 80,000; volunt»er», 180,000; and 
Beoond-olais army reserve, 10,000. I have 
pat tho figures very low, and have left 
oat altogether 100,000 yeomanry available 
for home service, and ragnlai'' troops 
available for war when the Mediter- 
ranean garrisons wore furnished by 
militia. When I oomparo the military 
strtngth of England with -what it was in 
1854, I am amazad at tbo condition of 
military waakoese and helplessness in 
which wo were Jwhon wo began the Kus- 
sian war of tha't yeaiy- and ;{it the ignor- 
anoB of those' who are now croaking over 
our - Bupposed, want of .-, .strength, and 
alleged consequent inability to fight. 

It was Jefferson who declared for 
"honest frioudshix) with all nations, 
entangling alliances with none." And, 
with reference to Eussia's sinister in- 
vitation of America to the European 
Obnferexice^ tb^ following 'words, in 
Washington's farewell address, ' are 
now being quoted in American papers: 
"Europe has asotof primary interests, 
which to us have none, or a very re- 
mote, relation. Hence she must be 
engaged in frequent controversies, the 
eausea^of Which are essentially; foreign 
to piirqonco^nB. Henoej therefore, it 
must be unwise in us to implicate our- 
selves, by artificial ties, in the ordinary 
vicissitudes of her politics or tho or- 
dinary combinations or collisions of 
her friends or enemies. * * * Why 
forego the advantages of so peculiar a 
situation? Why quit our own to stand 
upon foreign ground? Why, by inter- 
weaving our destiny with that of any 
part of Europe, entangle our peace and 
prosperity m the tcHls 'of European 
ambition, rivalship, interest, humour, 
or oaprioe?"

Mr. Beaven said no such clause was 
necessary, and after further debate the 
Committee reported and asked leave to 
sit again. 

OFFIOIAIiS AND POLITICS. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that the report 

* on the Qualification and Eogistration of 
YotorsAot (187G) Amendment Act, 1878, 
be amended by adding to clause 3, lino 1, 
after "Sheriff," "Stipendiury Magistrate, 
Police Magistrate, Civil Servant." The 
hon. mover said that ho introduced the 
amendment in. tho interests of the officials 
named who preferred to be debarred 
from taking Any lively interest in 
elections. The Government could not do 
these offioials a greater favor nor the 
.oountrjj o better tnrn than by sanctioning 
the ■ resolution, Tho principle of tho 
amendment had been admitted to be right 
as regards subordinate officers and it fol- 
lowed logically that it must be just as 
right in connection with higher officials 
whose influence was greater. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott thoughs the resolution 
asked the House to cast a stigma on tbo 
officials named, for it was not at all pro- 
bable that those gentlemen would go out 
of their way to influence elections. He 
^ would therefore vote against the proposi- 
ticn. , . 

MV. Humphreys said the resolution 
vould prevent the imperiling of posi- 
'tions held by officials and avoid tho re- 
movafof officers for political reasons. 

Mr. Galbraith fully agreed with the 
principle of the amendment, but he had 
no intention of casting a stigma on any 
official. During Grown Colony days 
offioials at Kootonay took no part in poli- 
tical matters, but since tho inauguration 
„pf ; lesponsible government officerri had 
'taken a great interest in tbo elections, in 
fact had been expected to do so, and were 
consequently placed in a very awkward 
position. He thought tho provision 
would be the means of inducing a greater 
amount of independence in officials, and 
Bubmitted that he was opposed to tbo re- 
axpYal,of."any officer merely for political 
''reasons. ' 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that stipendiary 
magistrates were suppoaad to be- and 
actually wore gentlemen who knew better 
than to interfere in politics. Ho did not 
think it fair to those gentlemen to pass 
the resolution proposed and thereby place 
them almost at the mercy of any person 
who might think fit for improper pur- 
poses to lay an information against any 
one of them. 

.Mr. Walkem said he was sure, as a rule, 
omoials preferred to have nothing to do 
with politics, but he had a personal 
knowledge of several instances wherein 
Ltiiey had interfered most unwarrantably. 
Civil servants yrere now placed in a falsa 
position, and ho believed that if left to 
the civil list the resolution would be al- 
' most unanimously adopted. It was all 
veryweUto say that stipendiary magis 
i trates should bo like Cmsar's wife— above 
'■•'Bhspipion.; Unfortunately, however, they 
^':;'Were''n6tJ.:aS was pretty well known on 
.! the Mainland, where they had exercised 
influence in politics. He had always 
" advised offioials to refrain from mixing in 
political circles., pointing out tbat retri- 
' butive justice, or injustice it might really 
M be, at tbo hands of a future ministry 
' might result in their dismissal from ofiioe, 
:, In the interests ;i0fi civil servants, ho 
would support the resolution, 

>Ir. Beavon followed in favor of the 
reBolution and said tbat Hon, Mr. Elliott 
w. had promised on tbe hustings to introduce 
V'^a Bill to prevent even canvassing. How 
to^'didTtho reconcile tliat promise witlAthe 



position he now assumed? 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said the bill ho bad 
promised to iutroduco had been framed, 
but it was found that its working would 
be most difficult, as it would be almost an 
impossibility to define tbe meaning of in 
direct influence and its scope. Tho bill 
he alluded to would have applied to every- 
body and prevented any candidate from 
even canvassing, which he boliovud to be 
contrary to the spirit of tbo Ballot Act. 
It did not, as this resolution, apply simply 
to a class of officials. 

Mr. Tolmie thought it was improper for 
the officials named to attempt to influence 
elections. It would bo much better for 
themselves if they abstained in toto from 
political interference. 

On division tho resolution was adopted 
and tho bill then passed a third reading. 

TBESPASS AMENDMENT DILL. 

Mr. Tolmie moved the second reading 
of a biU to^ amend the Trespass 4ot so 
as to make it suitable to owners and occu- 
piers of land. Tho word trespasser re- 
quired to be more clearly dolinod and tho 
bill ho now introduced would assort that 
any i)erson found inside nu enclosure 
without the consent of the farmer or oc- 
cupier thereof shall be doomed a tres- 
passer. The existing act it was also pro- 
posed to amend by making it an act 
of trespass to enter upon any enclosed 
laud without permission, whether such 
land is cultivated or not. In committee 
amendments would perhaps be offered, 
but ho hoped the House weuld assent to 
the principle of tbe measure. 

Mr. Humphreys said tho Bill -would bo 
a very harsh law; if passed it would act- 
ually prevent any person from walking 
across a piece of uncultivated laud wboro- 
by he could not possibly be doing damage. 

Mr. Beaven said that one twentieth of 
every aore.of land sold by tho government 
was reserved for tho construction of roads 
and was in fact Crown land whether a 
road is built or not. It was therefore 
absurd to give a farmer or occupier the 
riglit because he had placed a fence 
around tbe land to have any person arrett- 
ed for trespass because ho happened to be 
on his laud, a portion of which was actual- 
ly Crown land; ho would move thorofore 
that the Bill be read a second time this 
day six mouths. 

Mr. Ash strongly supported the Bill and 
said it must not be supposed that the law 
would be strained so as to prosecute a 
parson for trespass unless ho had eausod 
some actual damage. Ho could account 
for the opposition of Mr, Beaven to the 
Bill, believing that hon. p;eDtlemdn desir- 
ous of shooting over the introdncer's land 
without permission. ■• • 

Mr. Gordon also supported tha'bill and; 
staled from personal experience ho. know 
tbo desirability of such a measure in 
agricultural districts. 

Mr. Smith said tlio measure would prove 
a fictit rate protection for game, as ducks 
and geese would be able to sit with a feel- 
ing of comparative safety on land fenced 
in, knowing tbat it was an act of trespass 
for sportsmen to approach them wituout 
leave. Ho was very glad to be able to 
congratulate the member for Comox on 
his independence and could assure him 
that he (Mr. S.) would never forget the 
fact that he spoke his own mind fbr'ohdo. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Evans drew largely onhisiinagina- 
tion and said that the bill would jprevent 
a man from getting over a fence to fetch 
bis hat if it blew off on a windy day. In 
another year or two a man would be afraid 
to look over a fence. 

I^r. Fisher said tbe measure was a m'pst 
reasonable one, and there was nothiog in 
it that could be oonstraedinto harshness. 
It was quite proper that owners of stock- 
yards, farms and fenced enclosures should 
have some protection from intruders. It 
was not likely any undue advantage would 
be taken of the Act. 

Mr. Armstrong objected to tho bill as 
ho did not think the country sufficiently 
advanced for it. 

Mr. Walkom said the first clause of this 
act wos harmless; it was a moro interpre- 
tation clause; but the second olauao was 
one which had caused a long debate last 
year when it was decided to put in tbe 
word " cultivated," and ho was firmly of 
opinion tbat the word should bo_^allowed 
to remain in, as it was impossible to dam- 
age the laud if it was not oaltivated, He 
hoped tho House would not allow per- 
sons to be prevented crossing the open, 
uncultivated lands. 

Hon. Mr. Smitbo said he would sup- 
port tho bill, and ho did not see how any- 
one who respects the rights of farmers 
could do otherwise. IJamago can be 
done to uncultivated land; a large tract 
of land may bo enalosed for pasturage, and 
a person crossing this ground with dogs, 
and these not proporly trained, they obase 
tho milch cows and injuro them for days. 
A farmer has a right to be protected; ho 
may bo preserving game either for him- 
self or friends; but men come along with 
dogs and either shoot or drive all tho 
game off his ground. He considered that 
tbo gamo, as lon^ as it was on his laud, 
was a-i much bis property aa his cattle, 
and ho could not therefore nnderstand 
why momberii representing agrioaltural 
districts objected to this bill. 

Mr. Tolmie said this was a question to 
be dealt with on its merits and partizan- 
shiu should be left out. During tho recess 
ho had beou continually spoken to on the 
question, especially with referouoo to tbo 
uncultivated land. This bill had not bean 
introduced earlier on account of his wish- 
ing Mr. Beaven's Game Bill passed, and 
he had hoped that'fbat bill would have 
opened his heart to the farmers and that 
he would be glad to do Bbmething for 
their protection. This land, whether on" 
tivated or not, belonged to tho farmer, 
oud a man had no more right to pass over 
that ground without tho owner's pormis 
sion than he had to walk into his house 
and take a seat by the fireside. His hon 
colloaguo had made assertions as to who 
represented their constituents; but ho 
(Mr. T.) would tell him that unlens he 
rotod for tho bill he would not be obey- 
ing the wishes of hia oongtitueuts. 

The cjuostipn was then put and the bill 
ordered to be read a second time.

I land at any time between the 20th of July, 
1871, and July 20th, 1873, ho (Mr. G.) 
certainly would have felt himself obliged 
to withdraw his charges; but he felt pain- 
ed after u glance at tbe facts to be forced 
to the oonolusiou that the title of tho land 
had been improperly obtained. Tho re- 
cord was made by G. A. Walkem, then 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, 
on tho 17th Doc, 1872. Tho member for 
Comox accepted office under Government 
on or before the 21:thof Dec, 1872. Leave 
of absence was granted to him for four 
months from datu of record, aud the hon. 
gentleman's title was completed under his 
own administration, as shown by the re- 
turn from tho Lands and Works Depart- 
ment, which ho (Mr. G.) would proceed 
to read: "John Ash; pre-emption Deep 
Bay record, 1353--Date, 17th Deo. 1872. 
Leave of absence granted for four months 
from Deo. 17, 1872; certificate of improve- 
ment issned 13th Oct., 1873, No. 182; cer- 
tificate of purchase. No. 187, dated 14th 
April, 1874, for S161 for IGl acres of land 
described as Lot 1, Newcastle district. 
Crown grant executed 17th April, 1874;No. 
1407, grant delivered to Jno. Ash, April 18, 
1874. "Tho record was therefore effected and 
title executed in absolute violation of the 
11th clause of the Terms of Union, which 
required actual retidence on a pre-emp- 
tion. The two-year limit in the 11th 
olauBO of tho Terms of Union expired «n 
tho 20th July, 1873, and the local Govern- 
ment placed a reservation on tho land 
from Esquimau to Seymour Narrows on 
tho Ist of July, 1873, which has been 
continued over since. Tho Terms of 
Union required actual residence of the 
pro-emptor on his land to entitle him to a 
claim and he (Mr, Gordon) maintained 
that tbo land at Deep Bay was acquired im- 
properly aud would loave tho House to 
draw their own conclusions. (Hear, hear.) 

.Mr. Ash stated that when he pre-empt- 
ed the land that the reservation was open 
and he was not a member of the Govern- 
mont at tho time. 

QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Gallagher uskod Hon. Mr, Elliott 
is it tho intention of the Government to 
.send a Judge of the Su^jreme Court or 
County Court to Kootenay during tho en- 
suing season ? 

Hon. Mr, Elliott stated that if possible 
either a Judge of the Snpreme Court or a 
Judge of the Oonnty Court would be sent 
up. 

rtJBLIO SCHOOL. 

Mr. Ash askod Hon. Mr. Vernon is it the 
intention of tho Government to make an 
approach to the Public School, Victoria, 
through tho piece of ground lately pur- 
chased by the Government near Moss 
street; and, if so, is thoro any objection to 
tho work being dono at once ? 

Hon, Mr. Vornon said tho Government 
had purchased two pieces of land near 
there, but had not yet been able to decide 
as to wliioh should be used for. that pur- 
pose.

Report of Committee on Private Bills, 

Your committee havo to report the fol- 
lowing Bills as having complied with the 
Standing Orders and been duly proved, 
viz: — 

1, The "Victoria and Esquimalt Eail- 
way Amendment Act, 1878." 

2. The "Sumas Dyking Act." 
With respect to this Act loiBa' modifi- 
cations are recommended,: the most 
important of which are: — 

1st. That tho lands to be given to Mr. 
Derby should, as far as possible, be in 
blocks and be selected, one half by Mr. 
Derby, and the other half: by the Hon, 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, instead of being wholly selected 
by Mr. Derby. 

2nd. That Mr. Derby should not bo 
relieved of liobility to damage done by 
him to settlers' lands in tbe construction 
of hia works. This clause is merely de- 
claratory, and is insetted to prevent mis- 
apprehensions as to tho respective rights 
of all parties concerned; as the law, in 
the opinion of the committee, would meet 
such contingencies without spooial provs- 
sions in the Act. 

3rd. A clause has been inserted pro- 
tecting all persons who actually settled 
ou the district lands prior- to Deoembcr 
1st, 1877, the date of Mr. Derby's notice 
of his intention to apply to the Logisla- 
tura for the passage of this Act. It spe- 
cially applies to settlers who, in good 
faith, settled upon the lands, irrespective 
of Mr. Derby's saheme or its presumed 
benefits, but who .were unable to. acquire 
any title to the plots settled upon, as tho 
same were under reservation at the time. 

4th. The Lieutonant-Govoruor in Coun- 
cil is empowered, in the avent of Mr. 
Derby failing or declining to carry out 
the provisions of this Bill, to place the 
dyking scheme in other hands, so that its 
benefits may, as far as possible, be real 
ized. " . - a ■ 

The ovidenoo taken on this Act is en- 
closed.

Chisholm Creek Ledge. 

Within the last fowdays much attention 
has been attracted to this ledge, upon 
which the well-known Foster Oo.'s vein 
is situated. Thoy and tho Montgomery 
extension of the Foster lode have been 
for some time past quietly and unosten- 
tatiously at work developing their pro- 
perty, febling assured from the highly 
favorable opinion form-, d of it by Mr. 
Harper when on the ground that, on the 
ledge being well prospected, the Foster 
shares would reach a high figure. The 
companyhave completed nearly 100 feet 
of their tunnel. Mr. Harper, writing of 
the company's ground on tho 22d Sept.

ovory roason to boliovo it will bo, the 
mine will rank above all others in Cari- 
boo." Writing again a month later h« 
says: "If wo have a lodge half as riohason 
the surface wo have one of the best mines 
on tho Pacific."

Tho largest assay was from 
picked rook which is, of courso, neither a 
safe nor a sound basis to adopt in estimat- 
ing tho value of the ledge. On the other 
hand the smallest is an assay from sul- 
phurots, while the intermediate figures, 
varying from §70 to §762 to tho ton, may 
be taken as a fair average sample of the 
rich quality of tho ore. That a perma- 
nent ledgo will, as predicted by Mr. Har- 
per, be found on the Foster ground, is a 
question which has lately been placed be- 
yond doubt by tbe rich discoveries of the 
Montgomery Co., into whoso ground l^e 
Foster lodge extends.
